Washington, January 9.—Senator Caffery 
of Louisiana, tonight made public a letter 
of the president to him, which, had oppér- 
tunity presented since Monday, he would 
bave incorporated in remarks which he 
intended to make in the senate on the bond 
piil. 

lt reads: 

“Executive Mansion, Washington, Janu. 
ary 5, 1896.—My Dear Senator: I have read 
today in The Congressional HKecord the 
debate in the sonate on bkriday concerning 
the financial situation and bond issues. 

Opens Fire with Vituperation. 

“I am amazed at the iniolerance that 
leads even cxeited partisanship to adopt 
as a basis of attack the unfounded accusa- 
tions and assertions of a maliciously men- 
dacious and sensational newspaper. 

“No banker or iimancier nor any other 
human being has been invited to visit 
Washington for tne purpose of arranging 
in any way or manner for the disposition 
of bords to meet the present or future 
needs of the gold reserve. 

“No arrangement af any kind has been 
made for the disposition of such bonds tv 
any syndicate or through the agency cf 
any syaodicote. 

Cleveland Denies Morgan. 

“No assurance of such:a disposal of 
bonds has been directly cr indirectly given 
to any person. In point of fact, a decided 
leaning toward a popular loan and adver- 
tisirg for bids has been plainiy exhibited 
on the part of the administration at ali 
times when the subject was under discus- 
gion. Those charged with the responsibuli- 
ty of maintaining our gold reserve, so far 
as legislation renders it possible, have anx- 
fously cunferred with each other and a; 
occasion permitted with those having 
knowledge of financial affairs and present 
monetary conditions as to the best aad 
most favorable.means of selling bends for

Suggests Another Sale. 

“The unusual importance of a success- 
ful result, if the attempt is again made, 
ought to be apparent to every American 
citizen who bestows upon the subject a 
moment’s patriotic thought. 

“The secretary of the treasury from the 
first moment that the necessity of another 
sale of bonds seemed to be approaching 
desired to offer them, if: isesued,.to the 
people, by public advertisemént, if they 
could thus be successfully disposed’gf. .\!- 
ter full consideration he came to 4. con- 
clusion, to which I fully agree, (hat the 
amount of cold in the reserve, being now 
$20,900,000 mcre than it was in February 
last, when a sale of bonds was made to a 
syndicate, and other conditions differing 
from those then existing, justify us in 
offering the bonds now about to be issued 
for sale by popular subscription. 

“This is the entire matter, and all these 
particulars could have been easily obtaincd 
by any member of the senate by simple 
inquiry.

CHANGE IN RULES. 


& Report That Will Be Made Regard- 
ing a Quorum. 

Washington, January 9,—(Special.)—The 
changes in the house code of rules prevail- 
ing in the fifty-first congress, proposed by 
the committee on rules, as expected, gre 
few in number, and but one is of any great 
consequence, That relates to the count- 
ing of a quorum. The method pursued by 
Speaker Reed, in the fifty-first congress, 
has been abandoned and the following, 
which J. Randolph Tucker proposed in the 
forty-seventh congress, substituted there- 
for: 

“Whenever a quorum fails to vote on 
any question and a quorum is not present 
end objection is made for that cause, there 
Shall be a call of the house and the ser- 
feant-at-arnrs shall forthwith proceed to 
bring in absent members, and the yeas 
and nays on the pending question shal! at 
the same time be considered as ordered. 
The clerk shall call the roll and each mem- 
ber as he answers to his name may vote on 
the pending question, and after the roll 
Call is completed each member arrested 
Shall be brought by the sergeant-at-arms 
before the house, whereupon he shail be 
noted as present, discharged from arrest 
and given an opportunity to vote and his 
vote shall be recorded. If those voting on

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WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 


Ram Katahdin Is Ready—Britain Is 
Storing Supplies. 


Wastingion, January 9.—In accordance 
with the joint resolution of congress, Secre- 
tary Herbert tcday, immediately upon his 
return from New York, accepted the ram 
Katahdin in behalf of the government. 
The formalities"were concluded with Gen- 
eral Hyde, president of the Beth irou 
works, of Bath, Me., the contractors for 
t little vessel. The Katahdin will be 
elgg over. to the government at once dy 

€ iron works and the finishing tcuches 
to her put on at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
At is expected that the Katahdin wiil be 
Placed in cummission in about eight days. 

Information has reached the navy de- 
partment that the British government is 
displaying great activity in storing coal 
at its well-fcrtified naval coaling and sup- 
ply station of St. Lucia, near the Vene- 
zuelan coast. The disturbed relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany are 
given as the reason for the activity. 


WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 


All the Members Will Be Present ‘io- 
morrow. | 


Washington, January 9.—The Venezuelan 
commission will meet, at the state depart- 
ment Saturday morning, when all the mem- 
bers will be present, according to their in- 
tentions as signified to Justice Brewer, 
president of the body. In all probability the 
commission will remain in Washington sev- 
eral days, selecting a permanent place of 
meeting, for which a building distant from 
any government offices will be secured if 
possible. The commission is also expected 
at its next meeting to request the state de- 
partment to furnish it with evidence, both 
cccumentary and graphic, which will re- 
quire the commission’s consideration in as+ 
certaining the true divisional line in the 
disputed territory. The Venezuelan evi- 
dence still remains in Caracas and cannot 
reach here for at least ten days after the 
State department makes-a formal request 
for its presentation. It is exceedingly vo- 
iuminous, including every note in the long 
respondence between Venezuela and Great 
Britain on the subject, as well as certified 
copies of all the old documents in Dutch 
and Spanish archives which exhaustive re- 
Searches have shown to have connection 
with the possessions and claims of. those 
countries in Scuth America before the Brit- 
ish colonists appeared. 

Facsimiles of numerous maps are tnclud- 
ed, as well as many originals owned by 
Americans. Considerable satisfaction is ex- 
pressed today with the authorized an- 
nouncement that all the British papers in 
the case are being prepared for presentation 
to parliament at its meeting in February 
next, thus insuring the presentation of the 
Briiish case before the commission in an 
Official shape, though through a rounda- 
wout channel, for either Ambassador Bay- 
ard wiil be enabled to send the official blue 
book of the case to the department here or 
Sir Julian Pauncefote will furnish a copy 
to Secretary Olney. It is the opinion of 
those most directly concerned in the com- 
mission that its labors will not be com- 
pleted within three months. 

‘Lne principal problem of immediate im- 
portance to the commission is the selection 
of proper assistants. Several of the mem- 
bers have been inundated with applications 
for-clericail positions, many of those desir- 
ing employment being highly indorsed by 
influential men. The commissioners antic- 
ipat little difficulty in finding skilled 
transkators, stenographers, reference and 
record clerks, or assitants of that char- 
acter, but they have determined to secure 
as an executive officer a man who will add 
dignity to cthe commission itself—a man 
of recognized ability, with some interna- 
tional repute, possessing linguistic attain- 
ments of a high order, who will stand be- 
tween the commission and exterior influ- 
ences of all kinds and enable the five men 
chosen by the president to devote their ener- 
gies exclusively to the judicial considera- 
tion of the boundary contention. 

The collection, classification and presen- 
tation of the evidence, control of the cler- 
ical staff and commission’s expenses are to 
be relegated to suchan oflicer when found 
and the commission will depend upon him 
to relieve them of all matters that might 
distract their attention from the duty de- 
volving upon them. The merits of several 
men living in various parts of the country 
have already been canvassed in this con- 
nection, but the appointment will not be 
announced until the whole field of availa- 
ble men has been thoroughly searched. 


WORKED TO THE LAST. 


E. B. Wight, a Well Known Wash- 


ington Correspondent, Dead. 

Washington, January 9—Mr. E. B. Wight, 
one of the most widely-known and respect- 
ed of Washington correspondents, died at 
his residence this morninng of heart dis- 
ease. 

The precarious condition of his health had 
been Known to himself and to his intimate 
friends for some time, but he continued to 

ischarge his duties to the last. Mr. Wight 
has represented The Boston Journal in 
Washington for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and during the same period was also 
the Washington representative, first of The 
Chicago Tribune and afterwards of The In- 
ter Ocean. He was Wice president of the 
Gridiron Club under the late Frank Hatton.

SITUATION IN BONDS 


‘The Silver Suggestion Scared Of the 


Reserve Raiders. 
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SMALL WITHDRAWALS OCCUR 


Bond Issue May Be Increased to 
$200,000,000, 


MR. CLEVELAND IS PREPARED FOR IT 
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Says He Stands Ready To Meet Any 
Emergency—How Matters Went 
Yesterday. : 


Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—Mor- 
gan and his mén have been frightened 
somewhat from their raid by the state- 
ment given out that if they did not cease 
the Sherman notes would be met in silver. 

There were small withdrawals of gold 
today, but the apprehension is always pres- 
ent that the syndicate can force an imme- 
diate sale. It was said at the treasury to- 
day that outside of the telerrams received 
the first day after the call in which be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000 were offered, 
that there has not been another bona fide 
offer for bonds. 

The statement is given out today that the 
$16¢,000,000 loan may be increased to $200,- 
00¢,00. It comes from New York that Mr. 
Morgan has advised the members of his 
Syndicate to hold on to their gold—that it 
will be needed. Both these statements 
come from those high in authority. 

That the public loan is being discredited 
by the treasury officials and friends of the 
administration in congress foreshadows 
the determination of Secretary Carlisle and 
his chief to let the issue go finally to the 
Syndicate. Mr. Cleveland said today to a 
senator who asked him what would be 


done should the reserve get below $41,000,000, 
the lowest point it reached last February, 
between this and February 5th, that he 
would meet the emergency. 

What he meant can be easily understood 
to be an increase on the toan or an imme- 
diate sale to the syndicate. 
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CARLISLE STILL HOPEFUL. 


Gold Reserve Slowly but Steadily Fall- 
ing to $50,000,000 Mark. 


Washington, January 9.—Secretary Car- 
lisle expressed the opinton today that the 
new bond issue will be a success. He did 
not intimate the gold would come, The 
mails today brought in quite a number of 
inquiries for blank forms on which to make 
bids, and in some cases persons desirous 
of subscribing stated the amount they 
wanted and the price they would offer 
‘These figures, of course, are withheld from 
publication. The bids are regarded as 
informal, and when possible, those mak- 
ing them will be communicated with and 
blank forms will be sent them so that they 
may comply with all the requirements 
and make their bid in regular shape. A 
circular letter of instructions to prospec- 
tive bidders was issued today. It says:- 

“The subscriber should state plainly the 
amount of bonds desired, the price which 
he proposes to pay and the place where 
the bonds should be delivered, which may 
be the subscribers home or any other 
more convenient place. 

‘He should at the same time state 


whether he desires to deposit the amount 
of his subscription at the treasury depart- 
ment in the city of Washington or at one 
of the following sub-treasuries, viz: New 

York, Boston, Philadejphia, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans or San Francisco. Deposits at San 
Francisco must be with exchange on New 
York. The bonds will be issued in the fol- 
lowing denominations, viz: Coupon bonds, 
$50, $100, £500 and $1,000; registered bonds, 
$50, $100, $500, $1,000, $5,000 and $10,000.’’ 

The gold reserve at the close of business 
today stood at $57,175,826. The withdrawals 
today at New York were $26,000. 


READY TO GOBBLE THEM. 


Syndicate Will Take All the Bonds or 
None. 


New York, January 9.—From a subscrib- 
ing member of the J. Pierpont Morgan 
bond syndicate, the following facts have 
been obtained: 

‘The syndicate expects to secure the en- 
tire $100,000,000 4 per cent bonds which are 
to be sold by the treasury on February 
5th. Mr. Morgan will bid for the entire 
issue, and expects to be awarded the entire 
$100,000,000. It will take all or none. The 
reason for Mr. Morgan's confidence of en- 
tire success is that he will make an offer 
so advantageous that no other proposition 
can stand in his way. 

“This offer is to purchase the entire 
$100,000,000, paying principal and premium 
in gold, and in additional furnishing an 
amount in gold equal to one-third of the 
issued, or . $33,333,339.33 in exchange for 
greenbacks. The government's gold re- 
serve will thus not only be brought up to 
the recognized limit, but will have a large 
surplus for its protection. The price which 
the syndicate will offer is not exactly 
known by any one beside Mr. Morgan. It 
will be considerably more than the 1044: 
paid last February. This low premium was 
paid because of the provision in the contract 
compelling the syndicate to protect the 
treasury reserves. No such contract will 
be made this time. Therefore a higher 
price will be paid. The figure is believed 
to be 108. The syndicate is now accumulat- 
ing gold from every available source.” 
Members of the syndicate will be at lib- 
erty to make individual bids beside the 
syndicate bid. This is the state of affairs 
today. The position will probably hold 
until February 5th without any change of 
important details. The president and sec- 
retary of the treasury have no agreement, 
private or public, with the synlicate. They 
know, however, what are Mr. Morgan’s in- 
tentions and knew it when the public 
call was intended. 


HOUSE BOND BIEL SENT OVER. 


Mr. Baker Made a Speech on the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

Washingicn, January 3.-—The house bond 
bil, with the free coinage substitute for 
it, reported from the committee on finance, 
was t> have engaged the attention of the 
senate today, but a half hour’s speech by 
Mr. Baker, republican, of Kansas, in favor 
of an extreme application of the Monroe 
doctrine, and an hour and fnree-quarters’ 
speech by Mr. Stewart on the financial 
question, prevented the taking up of the 
bend bill until so late an hour tat Mr. 


| Jones, democrat, of Arkansas, preferred to 


withhold his opening speech upon it till 
tcmorrow. Mr. Baker's speech—his first 
in the senate—had for its text and ground- 
work a joint resolution intreduced br nim 
declaring that the extension by any Euro- 
pean power of its territorial limits on the 
westerm hemisphere, whether by war, 
treaty, purchase or otherwise, without the 


> 
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consent of the United States will be re- 
garded as ar unf y act, and in his 
speech he declares thaf the position would 
be mairtained by war, if necessary. The 
joint resolution was réferred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 

In presenting some 
appropriations for ¢@ast defenses, Mr. 
Daniel, democrat, of Virginia, expressed 
the opinion that the public apprehensions 
as to the danger of the bombardment of 
American seaports were overstrained, but 
he also expressed the hope that the coun- 
try would prepare itself for whatever 
emergencies might happen. He favored the 
passage of Mr. Squire’s fortification bill. 

A brief executive session was held and 
then, at 4:10 o’clock the senate adjourned 
until tomorrow.

BENT LIKE CARDBOARD. 


Two Men Killed in’a Collapse of a 
ge.

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Cleveland, O., January %.—The Akron, 
Bedford and Cleveland Inter-Urban lKkaul- 
way Company’s bridge,’ which spanned the 
Tinkers’ creek, just §utside of Bedford 
township, collapsed sh@rtly after davlicl*® 
this morning and a powerful one-hundred 
herse-power motcr, on which were threc 
trainmen and aitached to which was 2 
heavily laden Pennsylvania company’s ccal 
car, plunged to the bed of the creek, sixty 
feet below. 

William Young, one of the trainmen, was 
imste1.tly killed. He Was crushed and 
ground beneath the falling cars until he 
was scarcely recognizable. The other two 
trainmen, Haymaker and Gieb, miraculous- 
ly escaped instant death. They were both 
so badly injured, however, that Hay- 
maker died soon after the accident and 
Gieb’s death is momentarily expected. 

Fcrtunately there Were no passengers 
on the train, the regular passenger car hav- 
ing passed over the bridge a faw moments 
before the collapse of the structure. The 
train that took the frightful plunge was a 
work train. lts weignt was tremendous 
as compared with the ordinary motor, for 
which the bridge was designed. The bridge 
that collapsed was a frail structure. The 
span that crossed the ¢reek was- about 175 
feet long and thé train was just about in 
the center of this span when the structure 
opened up as though it w made of card- 
board and allowed the’ tBain with its hu- 
erg freight to plunge into the ravine be- 
ow.

If another strike 
takes place it will have the sanction of the 
Amalgamated Association of the Street 
Raiitway Employes, and it promises to be as 
serious as the first strike on December 
17th. It was claimed today at the associa- 
tion headquarters that if another strike is 
ordered all the members of the association 
and a number of new men will go out. 
Tonight after the majority of the men 
have finished work, meetings are to be held 
by all the divisions of the association at 
Which the question of striking will be 
practically voted for. The traction compa- 
ny officials expect another strike and are 
raking preparations for it.

A. W. McFarland, secretary of state, L. 

. Suthon, attorney general; John P:ckcit, 
treasurer; Joseph Kieinpetre, audSor, aid 
Ir. Cock, superintendent of education. 
Pharr and Pickett are sugar planter res- 
publicans and their nominations are condi- 
tional on their acceptance., The platforni

Has Interviewed Senators Sherman, 


Morgan and Hitt. 


WHAT THE CORRESPONDENT  DEDUCES 


Believes England Should Succumb to 
Such Sentiments—Chroni- 
ele’s Editorial 


London, January 9%.—he Chronicle’s 
Washingion correspondent, Henry WNor- 
man, cables to his paper today as follows: 

‘The sentiment for arbitration is a bail 
which, once set roliing among the civilized 
people, cannot be stopped. I take it for 
granted that in some manner ariiration 
in the Venezuelan dispute is now certain. 
Therefore, my work here is done. but 
that this temporary evil may prove the 
germ of a great good I have desired to add 
a fresh impetus to the wider movement, 
Now, President Cleveland and Mr. Oiney 
preserve absolute silence, deeming their 
official positions incompatible with unoi- 
ficial speech. Who, after them, represents 
the weightiest influence on American for- 
eign affairs?: Obviously the members of ihe 
senate committee cn foreign relations and 
the house committee on foreign afiairs. 
Accordingly, I have been at pains today to 
learn the cpinions of these gentlemen ald 
the results I have obtained will, I fec! 
assured, be equally gratifying and potent 
in England. One member of the senate 
committee, Mr. Roger Q. Miils, of Texas, 
I was unable to find. But with this singie 
exception I can present you with the viows 
of the entire committee. To each mem- 
ber I put this question: 

“ “Would it, in your opinion, be well tor 
the governments of the United States and 
Great Britain to endeavor to agree upon 
the constitution’ of a permanent court or 
tribunal of arbitration, to which all ques- 
tions at issue between the two govern- 
ments, not involving national autonomy 
or honor, should be submitted for decision 
when diplomatic negotiations fail?’ 

“The reply of Senator Sherman, chair- 
inan of the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations, may 
the views of all the other members of thc 
ccmmittee: Mr. Sherman said: 

“Yes, you may quote me as strongly as 
you like in an affirmative reply. 

“*l am in favor of the principle of arbi- 
tration for all questicns that do not in- 
volve the autonomy of either of the two 
countries. I hope that the two govern- 
ments will agree upon such a mode of set- 
tlement for all controversies.’ 

“Senator Sherman added that, in his 
opinion, parliament should pass a resolu- 
tion requiring the ministry to take steps in 
this direction. 

“Senator John T. Morgan, of Alabama: 
‘I am in favor of the principle of interna- 
tional arbitration in settlement of disputes

that. method of settlement. I am in favor 
ef the organizatton by consent of what 1 
may call the Christian powers, and of all 
other pewers that can be induced to enicr 
into the agreeinent of a court or beard of 
arvitration to whorn the governments 
weuld agree that questions of the sort indi- 
cated should be submitted after the failure 
of diplomatic efforts to settle them. The 
personnel of such a board to be selected 
on each occasion that arises by agreement

“Senator John W. Daniels, of Virginia: ‘I 
would regard it as a great achievement and 
in harmony with the aspirations of the two 
peoples, their mutual interests and their 
closer friendship. All my mind goes for- 
ward to the belief that it would be well to 
create such a machinery.’ 

“The house had adjourned early and I 
did not see each member personal- 
ly of the house committee on foreign af- 
fairs, but Mr. Robert R. Hitt, chairman of 
the committee, replying to the above ques- 
tion, said: ‘It would be the best work they 
could do for the two nations and for man- 
kind. And it should, if possible, be made 
to imply, if not pledge, their endeavor to 
settle all the disputes we have, not only 
with one another, but with all other na- 
tions.’ 

“T asked if I might regard him as ex- 
pressing the sentiments of the entire com- 
mittee, and he said: ‘Not only of this com- 
mittee, but of the whole house of represen- 
tatives. For the conciliation of interests 
and the wise search for right results we are 
all agreed here.’ 

“He told me also how General Grant 
the greatest fichting president America has 
ever had, and whom he accompanied offie 
cially during his European trip, never lost 
an opportunity to urge crowned heads and 
prime ministers to adopt arbitration in- 
stead of war, President Grant was keen- 
ly interested in the treaty of Washington 
of 1871, by which all outstanding differences 
were arbitrated and it was chiefly owing 
to his zeal that this treaty was brought 
about.”’ 

Mr. Norman then goes on to say: 

“The above represents thea weightiest 
and most important body of opinion that 
could possibly be secured in the United 
States. In it there is not a single dissenting 
voice. And these are the men to whose 
cons*deration any question between Eng- 
land and America would he first submitted, 
and by whose decision the senate and the 
house would probably be guided. It is gn- 
possible to believe that British sentiments 
will not be moved to respond to such re- 
markable unanimity and such enlightened 
utterances. If not, then the world will see 
that America is ahead of England in the 
most striking characteristic of a civilized 
people.”’ 

What The Chronicle Says. 

The Daily Chronicie, commenting on the 
dispatch it will publish tomorrow from Mr. 
Henry Norman, its special commissioner 
in Washington, will claim that the opinions 
that Mr. Norman has obtaired represent 
the most important, weighty and powerful 
views of the American political system.

THE TIMES IS AWAKE. 


Realizes That Britain Cannot Ignore 
the Commission. 


London, January 9.—The Times dwelling 
upon the many daugerous elements which 
tend to make the Anglo-American situa- 
tion still serious this morning refers to 
Mr. George W. Smalley’s renewed plea for 
the fullest and earliest disclosure of the 
English case in regard to the Venezuelan 
frontier dispute and continues: 

“It is impossible not to acknowledge the 
force of the contention, and really if no 
more serious obstacle to the course he ad- 
vocates exists than the technical rule as 
to the publication of official documents, 
the sooner some ingenuous method of pro- 
pitiating the goddess’ red tape is hit upon 
the better. Blue books, it is whispered, 
may not be issued with impunity save 
while parliament is sitting. Parliament 
will not sit for another month, and, there- 
fore, both America and England must 
wait. Events, however, may not wait, and 
if events do not wait the feeling of pas- 
sion and prejudice will not wait and we 
may have a renewal of the crisis upon us.” 

The Times asks whether or not this blue 
book tradition is worth upholding at the 
risk of precipitating a war from which two 
great peoples shrink with horror and sug- 
gests that The London Gazette be utilized 
to give the information needed. The paper 
urges the ministers to accelerate the 
preparation of the necessary documents 
and concludes its article thus: 

“We should, regardless of precedents, 
set out our case fairly before the world. 
We firmly believe it is a good case, and 
that, if produced before passion gets the 
upper hand of judgment will be received 
in a fair and amicabie spirit. But the 
danger is a growing danger and if it is to 
be stemmed successfully must be stemmed 
at once.’’ 


PREMIER BOWELL RETIRES. 


He Sent in His Resignation Yester- 
terday. 


Ottawa. Ont. January 9.—tn “the “house” 


of commons today Sir Adolphe Caron an- 
nounced that Premier Bowell had several 
interviews with the governor general yez- 
terday which resulted in the premier of- 
fering his resignation to his excellency. 

‘The Jatter intiroated that he was not 
ready to receive it, because he thought 
parliament should first have an opportuni- 
ty of considering and passing an opinion 
upon the speech from the throne which 
Was now before it. Under these circur- 
stances Sir Mackenzie Bowell has, as the 
head of the administration, considered it 
as his duty: as far as in Him lay, to 
reorganize the government, and therefore 
he (Caron) moved that the house adjourn 
till Tuesday next. An exactly simular 
Stateirent was read in the senate by the 
premier. 

Mr. lLauricr, the liberal leader, objected 
to any adiournment cf more than from 
day to day, as the constitution provided. 
Besides reading in the senate the same 
statement which Caron read in the house 
of commons, Premier Bowell said he was 
willing to leave to the good judgment 
of the people his own action and that of 
his colleagues who had attacked him.

Astoria, Ore., January 9.—Advices by the 
steamer Rhosenia, which arrived) from 
Yokohama via Honolulu today, tell of a 
terrific experience the cruiser Baltimore 
had from December 6th to 9th, in a typhoon 
in the China sea. The barometer ranged 
from 28 to 28.65, and her officers report the 
typhoon the worst ever experienced.

SENATOR BACON IS STRONG FOR SILVER

Washington, January %.—(Special.)}—Mr. 
Teller’s announcement yesterday and again

What the Latest Dispatches Say of 
the Situation. 


WAS THERE BRITISH SANCTION? 


That Is the Story Sent Out from 
| London. 


FEELING AGAINST GERMANY INCREASING 


Warlike Preparations Receive Com- 
mendation—Tone of the Mar- 
ket Is Better. 


London, January 9.—Dispatches from 
Cape Colony continue to dribble in, but 
the freshest of them received today was 
two days’ old, showing that the telegraph 
and cable companies are either clearing up 
the accumulation of old business or that 
the government still refuses to allow the 
transmission of news dispatches. 

Much interest is manifested here in the 
receipt of intelligence that will show the 
attitude of the Hon. Cecil Rhodes, lately 
prime minister of Cape Colony, who is 
strongly suspected of having had much to 
do with the dispatch of Dr. Jameson’s 
forces to the Transvaal. But until the 
normal condition of the telegfaphic service 
is resumed nothing on this point can be in- 
dulged in. On the continent it is openly 
charged that not only was Mr. Rhodes 
fully cognizant of the movement of Dr. 
Jameson, but that the British government 
Was also aware of what was going on. 

Had the raid been successful Great 
Britain, according to the popular belief in 
Europe, would have stepped in and occu- 
pied the country, ostensibly to protect her 
subjects, but really to establish an occu- 
pation similar to that in Egypt, which is 
tantamount to the annexation of the coun- 
try. As the raid resulted in a most miser- 
able fiasco the British government is ac- 
cused of attempting to forestall condemna- 
tion by emphatically denying any prior 
knowledge of the matter and of taking 
measures to prevent the departure of the 
expedition after it knew it had departed 
and had resulted in a failure. 

Of course these statements are denied 
here and the government newsp4pers in- 
sist that Mr. Chamberlain, the colonial 
secretary, has acted throughout with clean 
hands. At any rate it can be said, so far 
as the Transvaal is concerned, that the 
fovermment has done everything in its 
power to prevent the raid from affecting 
any more than possible the relations be- 
tween Germany and the south African re- 
public. But that the troubles have affect- 
ed British foreign relations, more par- 
ticularly those with Germany, there is no 
denial. 

Since the fact became known that Em- 

peror William had, before the Jameson 
raid, decided to intervene in the Trans- 
vaal, the feeling against Germany has 
greatly increased in bitterness. The naval 
preparations now being made meet with 
the fullest popular approval and the more 
flery among those who are in favor of war 
declare that the time has come for Great 
Britain to assert herself in her might and 
teach Germany that she will brook no in- 
terference with her suzerainty in the 
Transvaal. 
_. Those of calmer blood hold that court 
_4mterference, which is against any hos- 
ity towards Germany, will be sufficiently 
powerful to prevent an outbreak. 
court interference does not and cannot 
control the popular demand, which is de- 
cidedly in favor of warfare. 

A dispassionate view of the situation 
leads to the belief, however, that the ex- 
citement will soon die away and metters 
resume their normal condition. 

The naval preparations, however, are 
proceeding apace. In addition to the flying 
squadron, which has been ordered to be 
put in readiness, instructions were issued 
today for the immediate commissioning of 
twenty torpedo boat destroyers. 

All these preparations, together with the 
mobilization of the land forces, do not 
necessarily mean that there will be a war. 
In well-informed circles it is believed that 
they simply mean that the government is 
on the alert against any emergency that 
may arise, and should conditions demand 
it, it will be ready to strike a swift blow 
against any enemy. 

The best criterion of the situation {< 
to be found at the stock exchange, where 
the tone and prices respond to every touch 
of fear or hope. This morning the markets 
displayed a sanguine tone and consols aé- 
vanced from yesterday’s closing prices. 
Later there was a slight decline, but on 
the whole there was an advance as com- 
pared with the values of yesterday. 

Altogether it can be said that there ap- 
pears to be an improvement in the situa- 
tion and unless new _and unforeseen diffi 
culties arise it is thought that the pendines 
questions will be settled diplomatically ane 
not by the final arbitrament of war.

JUDGE SNODGRASS! INDICTED. 


Charged with Assault with Intent To 
Commit Murder. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 9.—(Special.) 
Today in the circuit court, Chief Justice 
D,. L. Snodgrass was indicted on the charge 
of assault with a pistol with intent to com- 
mit murder, in the first degree. The bill 
also charges pistol carrying. 

This action of the grand jury is the re- 
sult of the shooting of Colonel John R. 
Beasley by the chief justice on December 
16th. 

If on trial the defendant is found guilty 
the punishment is fixed by statute at not 
less than three nor more than twenty-one 
years in the penitentiary. The verdict of 
the trial jury may be for assault with in- 
tent to commit murder in the second de- 
gree, or manslaughter, in which the 
punishment cannot exceed five years’ im- 
prisonment or pay a fine not to exceed $500 
and serve one year in the county work- 
house. The case will probably be reached 
in two weeks. The plea of the chief justice 
will be self-defense, Beasley has been cited 
to appear before the circuit judge to show 
cause why he is not in contempt of court 
for swearing out a warrant for Judge 
Snodgrass after the latter had been bound 


over to court. 


FEEDING THE DESTITUTE. 


Contributions to the Widows and Or- 
phans at Cumnock Mines. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 9.—(Special.)—In 
the superior court here today James D. 
Morgan, ex-treasuren of the becGrand 
lodge of colored Masons, pleaded guilty of 
embezzling $534 of its funds. Judgment 
against him is suspended upon his agree- 
ing to refund the money and pay costs. 
Morgan fied the state two years ago and 
was arrested at Asbury Park, N. J., and 
brought here on a requisition. 

Raleigh sent an agent to the Cumnock 
coal mines yesterday to distribute this 
city’s gifes—a carload of provisions and 
clothing and $100 in money. The agent re- 
turned today and reports that there are 
twenty-one widows and fifty-nine children 
destitute, Thirty-nine persons were Killed 
by the explosion of gas in the mine and 
one of the five wounded, William Smith, 
died yesterday. One of the bodies brought 
up from the mine and laid out was stolen, 
and it is learned was taken away for dis- 
section. 

Several widows have been sent to their 
homes in Pennsylvania. The destitution of 
all is severe.

*“‘Many persons that go to see Theatrical 
Manager Edward EE, Rice's’ burlesque 
shows, where there are so many pretty 
faces and shapely figures, fail to notice 
that the American flag plays a prominent 
part in the productions. In fact many of 
Mr. Rice’s regular patrons do not go to 
his shows to see flags.

Mr. Rice’s patriotism is one of his 
strongest characteristics. 

“One of Mr. Rice’s productions is called

of Spain in ‘1492,’ 1896, wears costumes of 
Fifth avenue style. and Columbus, wrap- 
ped in the stars and stripes, lands in Mad- 
ison square on an up-to-date voyage of dis- 
covery.

with their brethren, who, having compacts 
with reference to gauges, grading and 
prices, were enabled to control the market 
to a great extent and get good remuneTta- 
tion for their labor. The associations men- 
tioned were invited to this city to heip to 
the end desired. 

After the preliminary sessions held by 
the Alabama lumbermen, in which they 
formally agreed to come into the compact, 
two sessions of the whole gathering were 
held yesterday, and last night the meeting 
closed by Alabama. falling 
adopting the gauges, gradings and prices 
of the Mississippi-Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas-Missouri associations. 

This action establishes a uniformity in 
gauges, gradings and prices in all the 
states mentioned and amounts to a com- 
bination that will practically control the 
price, ete., of southern yellow pine in the 
markets of the north and west. It will 
raise the pricé of Alabama lumber con- 
siderably. One prominent lumberman stat- 
ed to a reporter last night that the raise 
would amount to from $1 to $4 a thousand 
feet. Another thought the increase would 
be from $1 to $2.50. The average increase 
will be about $1.50. Some classes of lumber 
will not be raised much, while some special 
grades will go up as much as $4 a thousand 
feet. The increase will particularly affect 
high grades of inside lumber. 

The price list adopted has been effective 
in the other states for some months, and 
has been such as to give a fair return for 
time and Jabor and capital invested. These 
prices becomre in vogue in Alabama com- 
mencing today. They will apply to all 
points north of the Ohio river. Prices for 
delivery in the south are left to the option 
of each mill. Louisville, Ky., alone of all 
southern points is classed among thd cities 
north of the Ohio and is embraced in the 
territory affected by the compaet.

TRIAL INVOLVING CAROLINA 
LEGISLATURE OFFICIALS. 


Tabled Bill Turned Up with All the 
Entries That Are Usually 
on Those Adopted. 


Raleigh, N. C., :January 9.—The trial of 
a very remarkable case began here to- 
day. It dates back to the last legislature, 
of which J. W. Brown was enrolling clerk 
and S. P. Satterfield principal clerk of the 
lower house. A bill was introduced at the 
instance of a lawyer named Smith who 
says he dictated it. The bill was in these 
words: 

“That all conditional sales, assignments, 


mortgages or deeds of trust which are ex-_ 


ecuted to secure any debt, obligation, note 
or bond which gives preferences to any 
creditor of the maker shall be absolutely 
void as to existing creditors except those 
given to secure cash advanced at the time 
of the execution of the same or to secure 
advancements for farming purposes.” 

The committee struck out all after the 
word “creditors” and reported the bill 
favorably. It is stamped ‘‘tabled in the 
house March 12, 1895," The bill never was 
before the senate at all, yet when the 
secretary of state began to copy the acts 
for publication after the legislature ad- 
journed he found this act duly ratified and 
signed by the speaker of the house and 
president of the senate. 

A prodigious sensation followed, as the 
act completely stopped the giving of 
mortgages on crops and thus prevented 
farmers from procuring supplies fromm 
merchants. Governor Carr, acting as @ 
citizen, sued the secretary of state to 
compel the latter to eliminate this fraudu- 
ent act from the volume of the acts of 
the legislature. There was no denial of 
the fact that the act was a fraud. The 
question was how to undo what had been 
illegally done. 

The case went up to the supreme court, 
which said the question presented was ab- 
solutely new; that if the court did not 
look behind the record, lobbyists and cor- 
rupt men would feel safer in their at- 
tempts to prevent the laws, while on the 
other hand, if the court permitted every 
act to be inquired into the state would be 
Plagued with a ponderous tax of evils. The 
court further declared that this was the 
only case onrecordinthe world where a 
forger tried to play law-maker. Three of 
the justices of the court decided that 
there was no power to go behind ratifica- 
tion, but that this act must be construed 
as given above in its integrity and not as 
amended. Two justices dissented saying 
the court had power to go behind falsely 
obtained signatures of the president and 
speaker and declare the act invalid. At 
the last term of Wake county criminal 
court true bills were found bv the grand 
jury against Satterfield and Brown: that 
against the former was for negligently 
and willfully fatling to perform the duties 
of his office in that he delivered to Brown 
a bill entitled an assignment act and also 
with corruptly procuring its enrollment. 
Brown was charged with willfully and 
negligently permitting the enrollment of 
the act. The first case, that against Sat- 
terfield, was taken up today. He had four 
attorneys and several witnesses. The state 
had summoned as witnesses Speaker Wal- 


| ser, W. M. Smith, who dictated the bill:

SAY THEY ARE FROM ATLANTA. 
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J. H. McHALE AND WIFE CHARG- 
ED WITH MURDER.. 


Arrested in Jacksonville Yesterday. 
Charged with Murdering 
Young George. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 9.—(Special.)}— 
J. H. McHale, claiming to be a physician 
of Atlanta, together with his wife, was 
arrested today suspected of being impli- 
cated in the murder of William B. George 
last Friday night. 

George’s body was found on West Mon- 
rce street, as stated in these dispatches, 
in a ditesh with his throat cut from ear to 
ear, so. deep that the head was almost 
severed. The arrest Was upon the evidence 
of Florence Snipe, a fast young woman, 
who claims that young George was at- 
t-ntive to Mrs. McHale, who is a young 
and pretty woman of about twenty-three 
years, and that McHale, who is a man of 
forty-five or fifty years, became~ecnraged 
and said-in her presence that he would do 
George before he left the city. 

She also claims that McHale asked Ler 
to steer men to his house, remarking that 
he would administer the knock-out drops. 
He added, so she claims, that McHale 
claimed that his wife was no good at that 
kind of game, and he intended to send her 
back to Atlanta. 

McHale and wife were put in the sweat- 
box tonight, but each corroborated the other 
in detail. He was cool and collected. She, 
however, was tearful. 

Both denied ever having even seen young 
George. McHale and his wife claim that 
they were married in Atlanta threc months 
ago. They were formerly of Rome, Ga. 
Mrs. McHale admits that she was ma.ried 
when she met McHale. She says, however, 
that sHe secured a divorce from her first 
husband and then married the man with 
whom she is now living.

Rumors Regarding the Transvaal Set- 
tlement. 


London, January 9.—A dispatch to The 
Globe from Berlin says it is rumored that 
the Transvaal government has intimated 
to Dr. Leyd, the secretary of state, who 
is now in Berlin, that one of the condi- 
tions of the settlement of the present diffi- 
culties would be the abrogation of the 
convention of 1884, by which England ex- 
ercises suzerainty over the Transvaal re- 
public. The dispatch also says that the 
question of laying a telegraph cable afford- 
ing direct communication between Germany 
and the Transvaal is being discussed. 


CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 


A Negro Arrested in Griffin Accused 
of Causing His Wife’s Death. 


Griffin, Ga., January 9.—On Monday morn- 
ing Charles Henderson’s wife died sudden- 
ly, and at the time it was thought Hender- 
son,gwas rather hasty in putting the body 
under ground. Since the funeral there has 
been considerable talk among the negroes 
in Henderson’s neighborhood, which, com- 
ing to officers’ ears, it was determined to 
take up the woman’s body for examination 
to ascertain wether she was murdered. The 
negro beat his wife Sunday, and her body 
had bruises on it. It is charged by his 
neighbors that Henderson poisoned his wife. 
The alleged murderer was arrested this 


morning. 


All Right Again. 

Mobile, Ala., January 9.—(Special.)—Regu- 
lar north bound passenger train No. 2, 
on the Louisville and Nashville road, pass- 
ed over the ‘Rigolets bridges at 11 o’clock 
tonight. This is the first train over since 
the wreck of last Tuesday at that place. 
All trains, freight and passenger, will go 
throug tomorrow close on the sched- 
ule. General Manager Metcalf and Super- 
intendents Marshal and McKinney have 
been on the scene of the wreck for two 
days with five hundred workmen and this 
accounts for the speedy resumption of 
traffic.

Today Judge Speer rendered/ his de- 
cision in the celebrated case of the Galena 
Oil Company, of Pennsylvania, against 
the Central railroad. The swit was for 
$25,580.15 worth of lubricating oil furnished 
by plaintiff from April 1, 1893, to April 1, 
iM. The defendant refused to pay $10,375.70, 
alleging that the sum had been forfeited 
by the plaintiff by the failure on plainttff’s 
part to kgep within the guarantee of the 
contract of purchase and sales. Judge 
Speer decided in favor of the plaintiff for 
the full amount of $25,580.15 with interest 
J. R. Lamar and Boykin Wright, of Au- 
gusta, represented the plaintiffs; Lawton 
é& Cunningham, of Savannah, represented 
the defendants. 

Gone to the Hearing. 

Charles N. West, of Savannah, passed 
through Macon last night en route to New 
Orleans, where he has gone to attend the 
hearing tomorrow, before Judge Pardee, 
on the motion to dismiss the receivers of 
the Central railroad, Messrs. Comer and 
Hayes. The motion is made by Henry 
Crawford, of New York, attorney for Ry- 
an & Thomas, the purchasers of the road. 
Mr. West will resist the motion in be- 
half, presumably, of the claimants against 
the Central. Receiver Comer is under 
$100,000 bond. It is not known what extra 
compensation will be allowed the receivers 
when they are dismissed. At present each 
is paid at the rate of $12,500. 

Macon’s Increased Revenue. 

The revenue of the city of Macon will be 
increased about $10,000 this year over last 
year by reason of the increase in the bar- 
room license from $150 to $500, and at the 
Same time the number of barrooms will 
be decreased about fifty or half what it 
Was in 1895. Last year there were about 100 
saloons in the city, which paid a license 
of $150 each, or a total of $15,000. It is 
estimated that since the license has been 
increased to $500 there will be about fifty 
saloons at will pay it, making a total 
of $25,007 So far there have been twenty- 
five saloons registered. The saloonists 
have until January 15th to register, and 
are allowed until February ist to make 
the first payment of $150.

Bassett Was Acquitted. 

George Bassett was put on trial in Bibb 
Superior court this morning charged with 
the murder of Willlam Bridwell in July, 
1883. The state was represented by Solic- 
itor General Felton and John R. Cooper. 
The defendant was represented by Dessau, 
Hodges & Ellis. A jury was soon im- 
panelled. The state’s evidence was all in 
by 4 o'clock this afternoon. The defense 
refused to introduce evidence, but the 
prisoner made his statement. 

Without permitting the case to be argued 
or go to the jury, Judge Hardeman dl- 
rected the jury to render a-verdict of ac- 
Quittal, and this was done, and Bassett 
Was dismissed. The evidence was not 
Strong against him. 

He struck Bridwell on the head with 
@ stick, fracturing the skull, from which 
Bridwell died. They were in a difficulty 
at the time, and Bassett claimed self-de- 
fense. Immediately after the killing, Bas- 
sett fled, saying he did not wish to lie in 
Jail, but would return in time to stand 
trial. A short time ago he was arrested 
in florida and brought to Macon. Bassett 
and Bridwell were well-known citizens of 
etre Macon.

Property Owners Object To Paying 
for Water Meters. 

Savannah, Ga., January 9%.—(Special.j— 
There was a meeting of prominent real 
estate owners held this afternoon in the 
ofiice of Mr. A. Minis for the purpose cf 
considering the advisability of fornung an 
association to protect themselves against 
what they consider severe legislation on 
the part of the city government. It was 
devided to issue a call for a inceting of 
property owners generally and a coinmit- 
tee was appointed for the purpose of draft- 
ing by-laws and taking other necessary 
steps. 

The action of the city council in requir- 
i? g property owners to putin water ineters 
Was the last straw.

MANSFIELD MAY NOT LECTURE. 


HE IS CONSIDERING A PROFOSI- 
TION FROM MR. PALMER. 


—— 


He Has Several Others and May Con- 
tinue Acting, Though He’s Decided 
Nothing Definite as Yet. 


Mr. Richard Mansfield may lecture and 
he may not. The announcement of his de- 
termination to give up the stage for the 
lecture platform has brought several prom- 
inent offers of management which he has 
under consideration, and as he explained 
yesterday, his plans for the future are not 
clear. 

“T have received,’’ he said, “an offer 
from Mr. A. M. Palmer, who makes a pro- 
position to relieve me from the cares of 
management, and I have that under con- 
sideration. I cannot tell when I will reach 
a definite decision in the matter.’’ 

Mr. Mansfield indicated that he had the 
Palmer offer and several others under con- 
sideration. A telegram was sent out from 
Richmond stating that he had received 
such an Offer from Steve SBbrodie, the 
bridge jumping star, who seems anxious to 
assume the reins of management since he 
has got a taste of theatrical pie. This is 
regarded generally as simply an effort On 
Steve’s part to secure some advertisement, 
just as Barney Ferguson did when he tele- 
graphed Patti challenging her to sing 
“Down Went McGinty” against him. 

A well known theatrical manager gave 
his views of the Mansfield situation this 
way: 

“Mr. Mansfield has had a great strain 
upon his shoulders since he undertook the 
management of the Garrick theater. The 
fact is, a man who is an artist, as he is, 
should not burden himself with the cares 
of management. Every actor seems lnbued 
with the idea that he can run the box 
ofiice, worry with the railroads, watch the 
newspapers and handie the thousand and 
one other cares and do his own work at the 
same time. That is the biggest kind of a 
mistake. Mr. Mansfield, in undertaking the 
management of the Garrick, took upon 
himself responsibility which was greater 
than he should have done. The result was 
that he broke down under the strain. He 
would be very wise to place himself in the 
hands of some competent manager snd 
turn over all the wear and tear of the Lox 
office to him.”’ 

The American stage cannot allow ifr. 
Mansfield to withdraw from it. There are 
too few actors these days to devote theni- 
selves to intelligent drama, and many of 
those who do it are without the brains and 
ability to carry their efforts through to 
suecess.

through legal subpoenas, which will be 
issued through the clerk’s office. 


FAIR WEATHER TODAY. 


That Is What the Local Fo-ecaster 
Says. 

The weather chart of last evening was 
what is usually termed a flat map. A slight 
depression extended along the Atlantic 
coast, where the barometric pressure was 
about 30.1 inches, while near North Platte, 
Neb., there was a center of compara- 
tive high, with the barometer recording 
30.2 inches, being a range of only .1 inch 
for the entire country.

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MAJOR BURKE’S LETTER. 


| HE WILL NOT SERVE THE GATE 


CITY GUARD ANY LONGER. 


Writes a Letter to the Company in 
Which He Strongly Defines 
His Position. 


AS was stated in The Cénstitution two 
days ago that he would do, Major J. F. 
Burke has written a letter to the Gate 
City Guard declining to serve longer as an 
officer of the company. The letter which 
explains itself is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 6, 189.—To the 
Officers and Members of the Gate City 
Guard. Gentlemen: On next Tuesday 
(January 14th) the terms of all the officers 
of your organization will, by operation of 
our bylaws, expire, and new officers for 
the ensuing year should at once be elected. 
The reports of the officers for the closing 
year will be read and plans for the future 
will be discussed. 

“For nearly three years I have been in 
command of the Old Guard by unanimous 
desire of the members. In that period 
nearly all of the available old members 
(about eighty-five) have returned to the 
fold and about sixty of them are uni- 
formed in the dress of the Old Guard. 

“The active company has increased their 
membership, arms and equipments have 
been purchased by the company, thus sup- 
plying themselves without aid from the 
state. 

‘The large drill room in the armory that 
for the past eleven years has been in an 
unfinished and unsightly condition, has 
been completed and the whole room Tfre- 
paired and painted. 

“The campany’s relations with the state 
under their charter, having been magna- 
nimously left by the members to the gov- 
ernor, for him to determine the company’s 
rights under the law, has been amicably 
settled by the decision of the attorney gen- 
eral and acquiesced in by the company. 

‘The offer made to the exposition direc- 
tors by the company to relieve them of 
the onerous and expensive duty of carin 
for the large number of troops that woul 
visit the exposition, has been faithfully . 
fulfilled, and forms. an epoch in the mili- 
tary history of the country that commands 
the admiration of the people. 

“For nine consecutive weeks the com- 
pany in detachments were on duty, Fe- 
ceiving visiting military organizations, 
many of them arriving at unseasonable 
hours—escorting them to quarters previ- 
ously arranged for them—accompanying 
them on parades—holding receptions at the 
armory—theater parties and other official 
functions in their honor, mak‘ng 2 obro- 
tracted. arduous and expensive undertak- 
ing that was handsomely carried out to 
the end of the exposition to the credit of 
the Guard and the honor of the people of 
the city and state. 

“I suggest that the first business of the 
new vear be the issuance of certificates 
of indebtedness, bearing 1 peg cent in- 
terest, and to run for fifteen years, unless 
sooner canceled, and that the proceeds of 
these certificates be used to pay off the 
present indebtedness on the armory, 
he called in by drawing. one or two each 
month, as the funds of the trustees May 
warrant.

The Situation Up to Date. 


' The treasury situation—that is to say, 
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) the temper of the people with respect to 
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the financial situation—would be almost 
farcial if it were not for the fact that 
some of its results are bound to fall 
with crushing effect on the business in- 
terests of the country. Our special dis- 
patches from Washington give a very 
clear idea of the feeling in government 
circles from day to day. There is a great 
deal of running to and fro among the 


treasury officials, and numberless con- 


fations with the gold men and the 
| tie of cuckoos who have made it 
Bir br siness to burn the incense of 
Battery under Mr. Cleveland's nose and 
to keep him entirely in the dark as to 


the bond robberies that have become the 
chief feature of his administration. 
Poor Mr. Carlisle appears to be “in 
a state of condition” (as the old lady 
said) quite alarming to behold. He seems 
to be so thoroughly worked up that he 
has threatened to pay the Sherman notes 
in silver! Think of that! Poor Mr. 
Carlisle is so worried that he actually 
threatens to carry out the law! This 
fact alone is sufficient to show that poor 
Mr. Carlisle is in a state of extreme be- 
wilderment. He threatens to carry .out 
the law, when he knows perfectly well 
that Mr. Oleyeland would not permit 
him to indulge in such a performance. 
It may be taken for granted, there- 
fore, that poor Mr. Carlisle’s threat to 
pay out silver when the Wall street 
bosses demand gold, is simply the result 


ey wf a mind disturbed and harried by the 
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loss of his responsibilities as a public 
Official—responsibilities that Mr. Cleve- 
land has long ago taken into his own 
care and keeping. There will not be a 
dollar of silver paid out until the British 
gold standard perishes, crushed by its 
own enormities and smashed by the tre- 
mendous losses in which it has involved 
the people of this country. 

The rumor in Washington, offensively 
circulated by Mr. Cleveland’s cuckoo 
coterie, that the silver men would draw 
gold out of the treasury in the hope of 
forcing silver payments is a lie of such 
extraordinary magnitude that we won- 
der how it had legs to crawl about even 
a8 a rumor. For at the very moment 
when the cuckoos were whispering the 
lie among themselves, Mr. William P. 
St. John, president of the Mercantile 
national bank, and the only avowed 
free coinage banker in New York, was 


sending $500,000 in gold to the sub- | 


treasury and receiving greenbacks in 
exchange therefor. And the fact re- 
mains -that this free coinage banker is 
the only banker in New York who has 


% been patriotic enough or broad-minded 


enough to surrender to the government 
‘any of the gold in his possession. All 
the rest of the bankers, in the syndicate 


and out of it, are and have been hoard- 
- ing their gold in the hopes of selling it 


_ to the government at a premium. 


We do not criticise these bankers for 


that. It is their business te, make as 


much money for themselves and their 
stockholders as possible in a legitimate 
way. In the bankers’ code of ethics it 
is perfectly legitimate to drive the best 
bargain obtainable with a needy cus- 
tomer, and if it is essential that a gold 


reserve shall be maintained, Mr. Cleve- 
‘ land’s mismanagement of the treasury 
has brought the government to the point 
be where it is a very needy customer in- 


deed. More than this, he has conferred 
on the banks and gold owners a power 


that they long have coveteq—a power 


far greater than any they have ever 


been able to wield before. He haa con- 
ferred on them the power to coerce the 
‘government itself. He has opened the 
‘treasury at their demand; he hag placed 
the gold reserve at_their disposal, and 
has given them the power to levy taxa-

] tion on the people to an unlimited ex- 
tent. The $100,000,000 bonds that are 


about to be issued will cost the people 
$210,000,000 by the time they are paid. 

Now, whether Mr. Cleveland has con- 
veyed to the banks this vast power as 
the result of his own fears and igno- 
rance, or whether he has done so with 
the deliberate intention of hastening 
forward the infamous robbery of the 
people, we shall not pause now to in- 
quire, for inquiry would be vain. But 
the fact remajns that the gold owners 
and big bankers of the country, few 
though they are in number, are clothed 
with a power the final results of which 
are appalling to contemplate. 

‘What is the situation now? Let the 
honest citizen, whether he believes in 
bimetallism or in the British gold stana- 
ard, take it home to his mind and reflect 
over it. The gold owners have complete 
control of the people’s treasury—com- 
plete control of the financial interests 
of the people. The other day, when it 
was known that Mr. Cleveland had been 
seized by another bond panic, the head 
of the New York “syndicate” drew up 
and cireulated a contract of not more 
than 500 words, sent it around for sig- 
natures among a dozen bankers, and lo! 
in a couple of hours he had $200,000,000 
in gold safely cornered—all the availa- 
ble gold, in fact, in New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia. The result is that, 
although Mr. Cleveland issued a 
eall for indiscriminate bidding for the 
new issue, Mr. Morgan smiles grimly 
and waits patiently for the moment 
when Mr. Cleveland will permit him to 
take $100,000,000 of bonds on terms 
practically dictated by the far-seeing 
organizer of the syndicate. | 

And it will not be very long before 
that moment arrives. Already the big 
officials of the treasury, some of who 
are charged by The New York World 
with having secret affiliations with the 
syndicate, are running about with pale 
faces, wringing their hands and crying 
out to those who will pause to hear 
them that the country will certainly go 
to wreck unless the syndicate comes to 
the rescue. Already the rankest up- 
holders of the British gold standard 
have renewed their raids on the treasury 
gold, and it is now going out at a rate 
that may exhaust the entire fund be- 
fore the 5th of February. 

Meanwhile, we shall see what we 
Shall see if we but keep our eyes open 
and our spectacles in place. 
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A Sensible Recorder. 

In Montgomery on Christmas Day 
several young men of good social posi- 
tion resisted and overawed the police. 

Cases were made against them, and 
the recorder in passing sentence said: 

No offense can be more dangerous in its 
influence, more demoralizing in its effect, 
less excusable or more unprovoked; but in 
these cases the evidence shows they re- 
sorted to no violence, the infliction of no 
bodily harm, the display of no weapons, 
nor was even a blow struck. It is not 
proper tnen that the limit of the law be 
imposed in these cases, where no greater 
penalty could be inflicted upon men who 
had resorted to great violence and done 
great and serious bodily harm. But I 
would be too cowardly and timid to hold 
this office for a day, recreant to the duty 
entrusted to me and false to the trust in 
me reposed, were I to pass lightly over this 
offense and fail to uphold the dignity of 
the law, or to impose upon these offenders 
such penalties as are just and proper. The 
very intelligence and social and commercial 
standing of these defendants make it all 
the more incumbent upon them to set an 
example of good citizenship to those of 
less repute and in less conspicuous position.

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Peace Better Than War. 

The New Orleans Picayune says: 

General Andrew Jackson had a Monroe 
doctrine that meant business. He went 
out and licked the invaders and argued 
the unconstitutionality of the case later on. 

In these days we can get along with 
milder methods. With 70,000,000 Eng- 
lish-speaking people inj this country, 
steamship communication and a cable 
we are much more intimately connected 
with England than we were in Jack- 
son’s day. We can in the course of a 
few hours discuss our differences and 
come to an understanding, and it is the 
sentiment of both nations that peace is 
far better and more profitable than war. 

In Jackson’s time international arbi- 
tration had not been tried. Now, we 
find it more satisfactory and cheaper to 
pay the expenses of a few commission- 
ers who look into the merits of a con- 
troversy. and settle it than to maintain 
armies in the field. Peace with honor 
is always preferable to war.

Germany and England. 

It is hard to believe that England will 
go to war with Germany about the 
Transvaal matter, and yet stranger 
things have happened. 

With her navy and merchant vessels 
England would. have the advantage. She 
could land overwhelming forces in 
Africa before Germany made ,a start. 

At first it goes without saying that 
the British would win. Germany’s hope 
would be that France and Russia would 
oppose Great Britain, and that some 
of her colonies would strike for inde- 
pendence. Then, it is also possible 
that the Venezuelan matter would 
bring the United States to the front. 

Yet, when the British lion is fully 
aroused he is a terrible antagonist. Pos- 
sibly if England has a tussle with Ger- 
many the colonies will show an unex- 
pected spirit of loyalty. Canada and 
Australia may rush to the support of 
the mother country, and it may be that 
Ireland will give her no trouble. If the 
British utilize their resources to the 
utmost they will be able to hold their 
own against Germany alone. 

The German emperor has thrown 


| down ‘a challenge which cen hardly be 


ignored. In recognizing President Kru- 
ger as the head of an independent gov- 
ernment he has ignored the treaty of 
1884, and in effect he declares that the 
Germans will protect the Boer republic. 

The difficulty dates back some years. 
When Great Britain and Belgium made 
an agreement about the Congo state the 
German emperor broke it up. Later he 
interfered when England attempted to 
cede certain territory in west Africa to 
the French. The British government 
made an effort to prevent the war be- 
tween Japan and China, but the Kaiser 


-again interfered. 


‘In recognizing President Kruger the 
emperor has offered a great insult to 
England. If we should ignore the Brit- 
ish government and address a communi- 
cation direct to a disaffected Canadian 
province, recognizing its governor as 
the head of an independent state, or if 
we should treat the provisional presi- 
dent of the Cuban republic in that way, 
there would be a row, as a matter of 
course. This is just what the German 
emperor has done, and it is natural that 
John Bull should resent it. 

If there is to be a conflict Germany’s 


+ big army will do very little good. It 


will be chiefly a matter of water trans- 
portation, and England is still mistress 
of the seas. But it is hard to believe 
that there will be a war. The sober, 
second thought of both countries should 
be against it. 


On the Right Line. 

The people of Mucon are to be con- 
gratulated upon the action of their city 
council in raising the saloon licenses 
from $150 to $500. 

This is a step in the right direction, 
but it would have been better to have 
fixed the license at $1,000. Atlanta’s 
trial of the high license system has been 
altogether satisfactory. It has: re- 
stricted the business to a better class 
of dealers, who are forced to recognize 
the restrictions of the law, close at 10 
o'clock and use every possible effort to 
maintain order in and around their es- 
tablishments. We do not believe that 
there is a city on the continent where 
the liquor traffic is better regulated than 
it is here. 

One thousand dollars a year is not too 
high for a saloon license in a city. It 
prevents the multiplication of low and 
disorderly drinking places, and keeps 
the business in the hands of a better 
class of men than those who usually 
conduct it. 

Macon has made a good start this 
year, but it is to be hoped that she will 
try Atlanta’s high license system. It 
is the only practical way to solve the 
liquor problem. When we put the 
traffic into the hands of good citizens, 
make them pay a high tax and close 
doors at 10 o’clock at night, it is a dis- 
tinct gain to the community. High 
license has made Atlanta one of the 
most temperate and orderly cities in 
the world.

Reckless Mismanagement. 

We print elsewhere, tor tie inférma- 
tion of our readers, an extract from a 
speech recently delivered in the house 
of representatives by Hon. Claude A. 
Swanson, of Virginia. The extract we 
make is necessarily brief, but it is very 
much to the point. It sheds a new light 
ohn some old facts, and presents in an 
admirable way the remarkable disloca- 
tion that has taken place between the 
amount of our currency in circulation 
and the amount of taxes, interest and 
indebtedness which the people have to 
pay every year. 

This dislocation has taken place under 
the operations of the British gold stand- 
ard, and while The Constitution has 
frequently referred to the fact as an 
argument, it has never before seen the 
fact itself spread out so clearly and for- 
tified with figures that are indisputa- 
ble because they are official. ~ 

Mr. Swanson’s speech was called out 
by the republican bond bill, and the re- 
marks which we present elsewhere were 
devoted to the republican scheme of 
holding the greenbacks in the treasury 
after they have been redeemed, thus ab- 
solutely withdrawing them from circula- 
tion. This is precisely what Mr. Car- 
lisle has been doing during the past 
year, So that he now holds: in the treas- 
ury a fund of $147,000,000 of greenbacks 
and treasury notes which are practically 
withdrawn from circulation. So that 
the criticism which Mr. Swanson applies 
to the republican plan to make the 
withdrawal of the greenbacks a matter 
of law, may be applied much more 
forcibly to Mr. Carlisle, who is hoarding 
the greenbacks and treasury notes with- 
out law or reason. 

We Say Mr. Carlisle, when we mean 
Mr. Cleveland, for poor Mr. Carlisle is 
no more responsible for the pclicy that 
prevails in Washington than he is for 
the changes in the moon. He smiles an 
assent, because he is obliged to smile 
an assent.or lose his job. That is the 
extent of Mr. Carlisle’s responsibility. 

Not only is the currency in this way 
undergoing a constant contraction—a 
contraction that is bound to result in 
further sacrifices of the people’s inter- 
ests—but Mr. Cleveland is at this mo- 
ment actually engaged in buying money 
and paying a heavy. premium for it, 
when he has if the treasury not only 
the $147,000,000 in legal tenders, but 
$30,000,000 of silver, and the $50,000,000 
that he might secure by coining the sil- 
ver bullion. In other words, Mr. Cleve- 
land is running the country deeper and 
deeper into debt and paying a high pre 
mium for money when the treasury has 
on hand in available funds $227,000,000!

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Swanson on the Currency. 

The house having under consideration the 
bill (H. R. 2904) to maintain and protect 
the coin redemption fund, and to author- 
ize the issue of certificates of. indebted- 
ness to meet temporary deficiencies of 
revenue— 

Mr. Swanson said: 

“Retire the greenbacks and coin notes 
as. proposed, and the taxes of the country 
each year will be double the actual circu- 
lation. The census of 1890 shows that the 
aggregate minimum indebtedness of the 
United States amounts to $20, 227,170,546. 
Thus the indebtedness is twenty times 
in excess of the real circulation. Retire the 
greenbacks and coin notes and it will be 
forty times in excess of it. The annual 
interest charge in the United States, by the 
census of 1890, amounts to $1,166,101,303. 
Thus, at present, the annual interest charge 
of this country is about $130,000,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the real circulation. Retire the 
greenbacks and coin notes and it will be 
more than double. 

“Thus, if this legislation proposed here to- 
day by the republican party prevails the 
taxes and interest paid each year by the 
people will be four times more than the 
real circulation among them. 

“This would mean such a frightful sacri- 
fice of property as in many cases would 
amount almost to confiscation. 

‘‘A comparison of the censuses of 1870 
and of 1890 will exhibit the great loss sus- 
tained by the farmer on account of a con- 
tracted currency and the partial introduc- 
tion here of the gold standard, I will only 
make the comparison in my own state, 
yet those of nearly every other state are 


similar. 
‘In 1870 the capital invested in 


farming in Virginia amounted to $246,- 
132,550, and the value of the productions 
was $51,774,801. In 1890 the capital invested 
in farming in Virginia amounted $494,488,- 
569, and the value of the products to only 
$42,244,458. Thus in 1890 the farmérs had in- 
vested in farming $48,356,019 more than in 
1870, yet received $9,530,343 less for their 
products. In other words, the farmers, 
with an investment of 19 per cent more of 
capital, made 24 per cent less in profits in 
1890 than in 1870. In these dry figures can 
be read the distress, the poverty and the 
wretchedness that has overtaken the far- 
mer. They portray more vividly than lan, 
guage how each year his profits have disap- 
peared in falling prices until he is confront- 
ed with a load of indebtedness which he is 
powerless to remove. 

“My vision stretches far beyond these 
dry figures of the census and I see the 
actualities of life which they indicate. In 
the aggregate of taxes in excess of money 
I see the difficulties of the people in meet- 
ing taxation. I see a great sacrifice of 
property or else the tax collector’s sale. 
In the vast pile of indebtedness, standing 
out on the census report like some large 
mountain peak, I see an accumulated mass 
of woe and wretchedness. I see mortgaged 
homes, the occupants expecting each day to 
be turned adrift, without howse or shelter. 
I see large business houses, profitable to 
the country, overshadowed with debt and 
tottering on the verge of ruin. I see, as 
the collection of this vast indebtedness 
proceeds, further fall in the prices of all 
property, and that men who think them- 
selves rich, in disappearing values, will 
find themselves bankrupt. (Applause.) 

“Thest conditions exist today. Retire the 
greenbacks and the coin notes without sub- 
stituting anything in their place, as is 
here proposed, and all these evils will be 
doubly intensified. 

“The currency of a country must bear 
@ proper proportion fo its property, taxes, 
indebtedness and business. Uniess it does, 
low prices, bankruptcy and general paraly- 
sis of business must follow. 

“The trouble with us today is that our 
currency is too small m comparison with 
our property, business, taxes and debts. 
When measured by these it is smaller to-

tory. If the greenbacks and treasury notes 
are retired, you will next witness an as~ 
sault upon the standard silver dollars in 
our circulation, amounting to nearly $450,- 
000,000. The same powers today seeking 
to destroy the greenbacks and treasury 
notes have declared war upon these. No 
currency has their approval except gold 
and national banks notes redéemable in 
gold. When they have destroyed the treas- 
ury notes and greenbacks and silver, as 
is now contemplated, there wil remain 
nothing except gold to redeem the national 
bank notes in. The national batks can 
never bring any relief to the south and 
west, for every bank organized there will 
decrease instead of increasing the cur- 
rericy. 

“If permission were given the banks, as 
suggested, to issue notes up to the face 
value of the bonds, it would result in put- 
ting a sti higher premium on United 
States bonds. A bank organized in ‘ne 
south or west would have to send $120,W0 


north to purchase bonds and would then | 


only receive $100,000 back in currency. Thus 
there would be $20,000 less in money in cir- 
culation after than before the bank was 
organized. There its no relief in this for 
us, yet this is all the republican party has 
to offer. It has ever stubbornly and per- 
sistently refused to extend any financial 
relief to the great south and west. The re- 
publicaw party demonetized silver in 1873, 
when At was at a premium, without cause 
and without excuse. In 1875 it passed the 
resumption act, which provided for retir- 
ing and destroying the greenbacks. In 1890, 


‘when it again came into power, it repealed 


the Bland-Allison act, passed by a demo- 


cratic congress, which was coining 2,000,000 | 


silver dollars per month and put it in its 
place the Sherman act, which bought silver 
and paid for it with gold without coining 
the silver. Last session of congress the 
republican party voted almost solidly 
against coining the $200,000,000 of silver bul- 
lion in the treasury. Today you have 
adopted a rule which prohibits us from 
offering as an amendment to your Dill a 
proposition to coin this silver bullion in 
the. treasury. The passage of this would 
give all the relief claimed as necessary by 
you. It would coin $55,000,000 of _— silver 
seigniorage, which would more than supply 
any imaginary deficiency of revenue. The 
currency would be increased to that 
amount. 

“Out of the other silver bullion could be 
coined enough to retire all the Sherman 
coin notes which daily raid the treasury for 
gold. This would reduce the coin notes 
raiding the treasury to such an extent as 
to relieve it of all difficulties. Thus by 
this method the present troubles could be 
settled safely, and by an expansion instead 
of a contraction of the currency. But you re- 
publicans are bitterly opposed to this. The 
republican party in both the house and the 
senate has ever opposed free coinage of sil- 
ver. It was a democratic house of represen- 
tatives that passed the law in 1878 prohibit- 
ing the cancellation of the greenbacks and 
requiring their reissuance, thus saving 
$246,000,000 in currency to the people. It 
was a democratic house of representatives 
that passed the Bland-Allison act of 1878 
and gave the people over 400,000,000 stan- 
dard silver dollars. When the effort was 
made in the last democratic congress to re- 
tire $500,000,000 of greenbacks and treasury 
notes, it was defeated by a large majority, 
oa money was preserved to the peo- 
ple. 
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THE MIDNIGHT BOND DEAL. 


Gwinnett Herald: He has, since he came 
into office, issued under some old law 
$162,000,000 bonds, and this issue will in- 
crease the debt to $262,000,000. How many 
more issues will have to be made before 
his term expires nobody can tell. Nothing 
more is necessary to show the utter fallacy 
of this goldbug theory than the fact that 
it is necessary to continue to issue bonds 
to maintain it. No such policy has ever

1848. He derived his mental training from the schools of that locality and was still 


engaged in the prosecution of his studies at the time the war broke out.

He remained with relatives in Virginia until the surrender of General Johnston 


in North Carolina. On the 16th of June, 


1865, he received his parole at Liberty, 


Va. Setting out on foot for his old home in Knoxville he arrived at his destina- 
tion in due time. Here he remained for three or four months, speculating as to 
what he should best do and hoping that something might turn up. His physical 
condition excluded the possibility of manual employment and his necessities, there- 


fore impelled him to consider the professions. 


He finally came to the conclusion 


that the best inducements were offered to himinthe law. Atlanta at that time was 
beginning to shake off the ashes in which General Sherman had left her and to 
issue the promissory notes of her coming prosperity. Judge Newman therefore de- 
cided to locate in Atlanta. He began the study of law under Judge John L. Hop- 
kins, a native of East Tennessee, and was admitted to the bar in 1867. Four years 
later he was elected to the office of city attorney and held that position for twelve 
years. In 1886, on the death of Judge McCay, he received the presidential appoint- 


ment to the bench of the northern district of Georgia.

Barratini, the vice president of the Italian 
chamber of commerce, was imported for 
the purpose.

Cleveland, O., January 9 —The Tron 
Trade Review today says a reduction of 
the make of pig iron, everywhere conceded 
to. be nece:sary to an improvement in 
prices, is already in progress. In the past 
ten days eight furnaces in the Shenango 
valley have either been blown out or 
banked, one in the Mahoning valley, one 
at Pittsburg, two furnaces of the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad Company and 
one of the Sloss Iron and Steel Company. 
The weekly output of iron is now fully 
15,000 tons less than the rate in the last 
week in December, and furnaces to be put 
idle in the coming week will work a fur- 
ther reduction. Labor troubles in some, $2 
coke in other cases and in sijll others the 
unwillingness to pile iron and add to the 
already accumulation of metal, account for 
the restrictive movement, which will help 
to restore an equilibrium between furnace 
output and that of mills for foundry and 
steel works. The past week, so far as prices 
and sales go, has not differed from its 
predecessors. Buyers are holding off, the 
few who place contracts are getting con- 
cessions from quotations, and for the time 
every producer is a law to himself in the 
matter of prices. In pig iron there has heen 
a further reduction by southern companies, 
and the minimum agreed on by the leading 
interests is $9, Birmingham, for No. 1 foun- 
dry, and No. 2 soft: $8.75 for No. 2 foundry, 
and No. 2. soft; $8.50 for No. 3 and $8 for 
gray forge.

MeIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, January 9.—The early trans- 
actions showed a rise of 4 to 5 points, as 
Liverpool was active and higher. Man- 
chester was more cheerful, and the-receipts 
at the ports, as well as at Memphis and 
Houston, were small. Hesides, British con- 
sols opened higher, and there was no pres- 
sure here to sell. Later, however, the 
early advance was lost and a decline fol- 
iowed of 5 to 7 points, the market closing 
quiet, with sales of 161,500. The depres- 
sion this afternoon was attributed to sen- 
sational reports in regard to British poli- 
cy of Venezuela, although practically the 
same theory appeared in one of the morn- 
ing papers and no attention was paid to 
it. At the opening another depressing 
factor, however, was the receipts at St. 
Louis, which reached 2,526 bales, against 
420 last week, and 450 for the same day 
last year. Then, too, there was less de- 
mand from shorts, and there was more 
or less long liquidation. The unsettled po- 
litical situation in Europe is another factor 
which exerts a more or less adverse in- 
fluence on speculation. The crop move- 
mnent, however, is in the main quite small, 
and as to those receipts at St. Louis, while 
they reached 2,526 bales, the shipments 
from that market were even larger, rcach- 
ing 2,620-bales, and the south, as a rule, 
shows no anxiety to sell the actual cot- 
ton. Still lecal and European operators 
sold here to some extent, and the last 
prices were very close to the lowest of the 
day. Liverpool advanced 5% points early, 
and closed quiet and steady at a net rise 
of 2% to 3 points. The spot sales there 
were 14,000, showing a gratifying increase 
in the demand for the actual cotton.

Futures were steady with 
sellers at 3-64d advance and closed quiet 
and steady 2% to 3 points advance, but not 
much doing, Our market opened with sales 
of March at 8.04 to 8.0, and after selling 
at 8.08 and 7.98, ruled at 8c at 1 p. m. Our 
market is exceedingly discouraging in its 
inability to sustain a moderate improve- 
ment, and it seems as though the foreign 
markets were in the same condition, as the 
major part.of the improvement in Liver- 
pool was lost before the close of business. 
This feature—namely, the weakness in 
Liverpool, was unexpected, as the strength 
of the statistical position is entirely in 
England and not in this country. That 
market should be maintained on a higher 
plane than ours to draw. cotton to Liver- 
pool, especially if there should be any 
political eomplications with the other 
European countries. America’s position is 
becoming better understood abroad, and 
the question at issue with Great Britain 
will in all probability be settled by arbi- 
tration. But the uncertainty in Europe over 
their political and our financial troubles are 
factors against the market that at the mo- 
ment outweigh the small movement of the 
crop and deter speculators from buying 
cotten on the basis of 8c. Although the 
market closed auiet and steady at the low- 
est point of the day, the trade rather 
expects an improvement tomorrow on the

Chicago; January 9.—Had advices from 
abroad this morning been as sensational 
as the newspaper reports are regarding 
hostilities between between England and 
Germany there would undoubtedly have 
been an exciting advance in the grain mar- 
ket, but the reports were contradicted by 
cables which reported consols higher and 
the Liverpool wheat market lower, certain- 
ly not very good evidence of any excite- 
ment on the other side.

The feeling has been very nervous the 
entire session, the market fiuctuating be- 
tween 59%4c and 60%c. There appeared to 
be more of a disposition to sell than to 
buy, but short sellers were quick to cover 
on any indication of strength. From 59%4c 
there was a sharp rally again to 604%c on 
buying by Armor and New York, the mar- 
ket remaining firm on about 60c the re- 
mainder of the session. Clearances were 
again larger. aggregating nearly 500,000 
bushels, most of which represented flour. 
For the week so far clearances from the 
Atlantic ports have aggregated about 
1,800,000 bushels. On the other hand, the 
receipts in the northwest showed a sub- 
stantial increase, being 538 cars against 
207 last year and 421 last week. The Cin- 
ecinnati Price Current swas bullish and 
seemed to corroborate Thomas’s report of 
yesterday.

SALISBURY CONDEMNED. 


Prof. Shaw, of Oxford University, 
Talks About Venezuela. 
Philadelphia, January %.—Provfessor W. 
Hudson Shaw, of Oxford university, in 
speaking today of the Venezuelan contro- 
versy, made some statements as to the feel- 
ing over the question in his country that 
are at variance with the idea that generally 
prevails in this country of the sentiment 

of England. 

“I am only eight days from England, and 
was there when the war scare over the 
Venezuelan affair first started,’’ Professor 
Shaw said. “Being a university extension 
lecturer, and constantly going from city 
to city and town to town, I had unusual 
opportunities of meeting all classes of the 
people of England in many sections of the 
country. 1 am sure I know the sentiment 
of the people on the matter. 

‘President Cleveland’s message came to 
the British people like a thunderbolt out 
of a clear sky. The feeling over there was 
one of unutterable astonishment that any 
trouble could ever occur between England 
and ftife United States. This feeling per- 
vaded all classes. The feeling of English 
people for their American cousins is year 
by year becoming more sympathetic, and 
among educated people in England the 
thought of a war with the United States 
seems impossible. 

“There is no single Englishman that does 
not accept the Monroe doctrine as laid 
down by Fresident Monroe, and wtat 
might be called the extension to it which 
holds that no European power should en- 
croach an inch on this continent. This is, 
of course, what Englishmen, as a people, 
think: it is not what the politicians Say. 
The Venezuelan affair its entirely a govern- 
ment matter. 

“The universal opinion at first was that 
President Cleveland’s message was sent Out 
for political purposes. Now we believe that 
the British government was wrong and 
drew down President Cleveland’s anger 
justly. We also think that, perhaps, his 
letter could have been couched in more 
diplomatic language. But we accept the 
justice of Mr. Cleveland’s claim. 

‘Tord Salisbury’s action in rer omrige Fe 
bitration is regarded as a political un- 
der, and, I may say, crime, by many right- 
thinking Englishmen. I believe a great deal 
of good will come out of this trouble. I 
think it will be the cause of the forma- 
tion of a permanent arbitration court, that 
can settle all such disputes between mna- 
tions. Let England and America keep the 
peace for thirty years longer and they can 
dominate the whole civilized world, forcing 
it to remain peaceful. A war would be ruin- 
ous to both, and only result in benefit to 
other nations.”’

If he does 
not agree to arbitrate there will be a 
strong sentiment in the rank and file to 
strike.

CRESS CASE RECALLED. 


R. E. MARSHALL SENDS HI3 REC- 
ORD. 


The Man Who Was Assigned to a 
Room with Cress Heard From. 
What He Said.

The mysterious death of E: H. Cress, 
which occurred at the Alhambra hotel 
in December is recalled by the receipt of 
several letters by Chief of Police Connolly 
yesterday. The letters resulted from an 
investigation of the case being made at 
the suggestion ofa friend of the dead man. 

When Cress reached the city he regis- 
tered at the Altambra. R. E. Marshall, 
of Shelbyville, Mo., registered next to Mr. 
Cress’S name and he was assigned to the 
same room. Marshall remained at the hotel 
a short time and no one about the place 
remembers him. His disapvearance and 
the mysterious death of Cross created 
some suspicion and it was decided to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

Chief Connolly wrote to the officers at 
Shelbyville asking about Marshall and the 
letters received yesterday were in response 
to the request. E. M. West, city marshal, 
of that place writes that Marshal is a so- 
ber, reliable man and that he considered 
him all right. 

J. W. Thompson, sheriff, states that 
Marshall stands all right in that commu- 
nity, he being an upright, prosperous 
man. Mr. Marshall was shown the letter 
from Chief Conrolly and he explains his 
acquaintance with Cress. He says that 
he met Cress on the train coming to. At- 
lanta, and went to the Alhambra with 
him. Afterward they went to the exposi- 
tion and parted about noon the same day 
they reached the city. Marshall states 


-‘that-he left Atlanta that night for Jack- 


—" his objective point, leaving Cress 
ere. 

Cress was found dead three days after 
Marshall claims to have left the city. 
The fact that his name was mentioned in 
connection with the case resulted from his 
not being remembered at the hotel and 
his disappearance. t is supposed that 
Cress’s death resulted from heart trouble 
or apoplexy, but the case is surrounded 
by some mystery.

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Will Okefinokee Wilderness Ever Pay 
the Investors? 


GEN. JACKSON MADE PRESIDENT 
He Succeeds His Son, Who Worked for 
Years in the Development of the 
Swamp with Courage and Hope. 


A meeting was recently held in this city 
to elect a successor to the late Captain 
Harry Jackson as president of the Okefi- 
nokee Swamp Company. Gencral Henry R. 
Jackson, of Savannah, Captain Harry Jack- 
son’s father, was elected as the execul.ve 
head of the company and the direction 
of its affairs given into his hands. 

Captain Jackson for several years before 
his death was prominently connected with 
the Okefinokee company, and much of his 
time was given to the development of the 
property. He invested a large sum in the 
stock of the company and had strong faith 
in the success of the enterprise. lie 
studied the swamp from every standpoint 
and was convineed that its development 
was practicable and weuld prove profitable. 
He steered the affairs of the company 
through a long series of uncertain pre- 
liminary preparations, but never faltered 
in his faith in the ultimate profit of tne 
cperation and lived tong enough to sce 
the first fruits of his efforts materialize. 

The Okefinokee swamp, about which 


much has been said and written, consisting | 


of about. 300,000 acres, was purchased froim 
the state of Georgia by Captain Jackson 
and associates in 1889. The company has 


subsequently bought several thousggad 
acres of adjoining land. The wap op 
dense forest of giant cypress, pine @nd 
other wouds and a large portion, in fact, a 


general character and environments 
rendered it supposedly absolutely valueless. 
When it was purchased from the state 
the investment was considered generally 
devidedly a speculative and problematical 
one, 

When the company acquired possession 
of the property a plan of development Was 
formulated and put into execution. Tie 
first idea was to manufacture the miliions 
of giant trees into lumber and then to 
drain the land and convert it into farms. 
It was calculated that this would be the 
work of years, but the promoters of thc 
project believed that there were [fuortunes 
in it. They believe that same thing today. 

Developments Up to Date. 

Probably more than $390,000 has been 
epent in developments and the work is 
still progressing with marked success and 
perfect satisfaction. A canal has been 
built from Camp Cornelia, the company’s 
headquarters on the outskirts of the 
swamp, wich hag grown into quite a 
little manufacturing village, to within two 
miles of St. .Mary’s river, a distunce of 
about eleven miles. This canal is now 
used for floating logs to the mammoth 
sawmill that is now in operation at Cor- 
nélia, and will be used when. completed for 
transporting lumber to St. Mary’s river, 
where it will be shipped down stream toe 
markets and. ports. 

The logs are collected for the mill by 
an original and novel plan. An engine 
is floated up and down the canal on a 
tugboat, to which is attached strong chains 
or cables. The end of these cables are 
carried out as far as a mile into the 
swamp and hooked to the logs and then 
drawn back with the log attached by the 
engine to the canal and floated to the 
mill. 

The company has also built a railroad 
which is operating from Camp Cornel.a 
to Folkston, eleven miles, connecting with 
the Savannah and Western. This road 
handles the products of the great lumber 
mids and the other traffic of the swamp 
settlement. 

The lumber mills of the company have 
been in operation for some time and have 
proven profitable. The company has about 
$25,000 worth of cypress lumber, and the 
yards have sold and shipped quite a lot 
already. Cypress lumber is considered 
greatly superior to pine, and is laways in 
demand. It requires cypress longer to dry 
than it does pine, which accounts for the 
large amount of lumber on the yards of 
the company. 

The word swamp, applied to the Okefi- 
nokee lands, seems to be rather a mis- 
nomer, as it ig 102 feet above the level of 
St. Mary’s river, and a thousand. acres of 
water that covers the surface of the land 
is not stagnant, but is always clear, pure 
and running. This body of water is the 
fountain head of the Sewanee river, and 
although in its vast bed in Okefinokee it 
looks dark blue, thick and dirty, when it 
is dipped up in a cup or glass it is as pure, 
clear and fresh as the stream of a bubbling 
mountain spring. 

The company has had to suspend work 
On its canal to the objective point, which 
is St. Mary’s river. The river being 102 
feet lower than the bed. of the swamp, the 
company fears that if they run the canal 
on into the river that it will drain the 
water off so they cannot float logs to the 
mill. It is their intention to drain the 
swamp at some future time and utilize the 
land for farming, but it will not be done 
until the timber is sawed and marketed, 
and this will require many years. 

The investment in the development of the 
swamp already amounts to over $300,000. 
The principal ownersof;the stock are Gen- 
eral Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah: the 
Harry Jackson estate, Mr. Frank Cox, of 
Philadelphia; Mr. John Weed, of New 
York; Hon. Porter King and Mr. A. E. 
Thornton of this city. General Jackson 
is presidént of the company, and Mr, A. 
E. Thornton vice president.

WR. TERRY DECLINES 


He Will Not Accept the Secretaryship of 
the Water Board. 


GIVES HIS REASONS FOR IT 


It Is Not a Personal Matter but He 
Feels That He Could Not, in Jus- 
tice to Himself, Accept. 


Mr. George W. Terry has declined to 
Serve as secretary of the board of water 


commissioners. 

He was elected to fill the important posi- 
tion at the meeting of the commissioners 
Wednesday at noon. After thoroughly de- 
liberating over the matter Mr. Térry de- 
cided that he would not accept the place 
yesterday. He so informed President Hill- 
yer. Later in the day he wrote a short 
note to the board declining the position. 

The declination of Mr. Terry will come 
in the nature of a surprise to those who 
have kept up with the matter. Mr. Terry 
had intimated his purpose to no one and it 
Was generally thought that he would ac- 
cept. That was taken for granted and no 
inquiries were made after his election was 
announced by the board. The position to 
which he had been elected was a good on. 
It is one of responsible duties and pays a 
yearly salary of $1,800. 

Mr. Terry said little about his determina- 
tion to decline. He spoke of it to Presi- 
dent Hillyer, but that official was disposed 
to think that Mr. Terry could be induced 
to remain and did not think that his de- 
cision to decline was definite. However, 
when seen at his home, 561 Woodward 
avenue, last night, Mr. Terry confirmed 
the report that had gained currency dur- 
ing the afternoon that he had declined to 
accept the place tendered him by the 
board. 

“Yes,” said he, “I have declined to ac- 
cept the position. I have deliberated over 
the matter very thoroughly and have 
reached the conclusion that I cannot, in 
justice to myself, accept the position. 

“IT have notified Mr. Hillyer and have 
written a note to the board. My note to 
the board is very short. I simply state 
that after mature deliberation I have 
reached the conclusion that I cannot with 
justice to myself accept the secretaryship 
and respectfully beg to decline. I have not 
had an opportunity to hotify Mr. Wood- 
ward of my intention. I shall do so - 
morrow morning. —_' 

“I wish to state very strongly that there 
is nothing personal back of my declination. 
Mr. Woodward and myself are friends and 
have been for a number of years. We will 
continue to be friends and it is certainly 
not for any personal feeling that I have 
reached this conclusion. I simply felt thar 
I could not accept the position.’’ 

Mr. Terry’s declination concludes his 
connection with the water department. His 
place will doubtless be vacant today arid 
it may be that a meeting of the board will 
be held this week to name his Successor. 

Mr. Terry has been connected with the 
water department of the city for fifteen 
vears. He has served in nearly every Cca- 
pacity on the board. He was secretary of 
the board until the death of Captain Rich- 
ards a few months ago. He was then 
elected to fill the unexpired term of Cap- 
tain Richards as superintendent of the 
board. He.filled the office until Wednesday 
when Colonel Park Woodward was elected 
sunerintendent. Mr. Terry was a candi- 
date for the superintendency. Mr. Terry is 
one of the best known and most loyal of 
the vounger citizens of the city. Ht has 
lived here practically all his life.

River Electric Line To Be Lengthened 
and Improved. 


WILL BE PUT IN GOOD FORM 


New Rolling Stock Will Be Purchased 
and the Line Put on a First 
Class Basis. 


The Atlanta and Chattahoochee River 
electric railway is to be extended and 
greatly improved. The entire line at pres- 
ent extends from the corner of Walton 
and Forsyth streets to Bolton, near the 


Chattahoochee river, a distance of about 
seven miles, and runs through a rapidly 


developing and populous section. 

The road was built about 1889, and was a 
potent factor in the growth of the western 
suburbs of Atlanta and the country be- 
tween the city and the river. The line did 
a good business from its first operation 
and was in a prosperous condition unti la 
fatal wreck about three years ago in which 
several people were killed and injured, 
burdened the company with heavy damage 
claims. Shortly after the wreck the prop- 
erty was placed in the hands of a receiver 
on the petition of its creditors, and has 
been operated by a receiver until last 
Tuesday, when an order was passed re- 
storing it to its owners. This was set 
forth in yesterday’s Constitution. 

During the time of the receivership Mr. 
J. K. P. Carlton bought out the interest 
of the Short Electric Company and E. H. 
Jones & Co., and when the receiver was 
removed he and Mr. Jerome Simmons, one 
of the original promoters of the enterprise, 
practically owned the entire property, 
and will in the future operate it. Mr. 
Carlton is the present president of the 
company. but will shortly be succeeded 
by Mr. Simmons, the former gentleman’s 
other interests demanding so much of his 
time that he will not be able to give the 
property the attention its executive ad- 
ministration requires. On the reorganiza- 
tion contemplated, Mr. Carlton will be 
elected treasurer of the company and he 
will handle the financial end of the busi- 
ness. 

It is the intention of the company to 
extend the road within the next few months 
to the river, which is some distance be- 
yond its present terminus. A line will also 
be built in the near future to the new 
Whittier mills. This will give the opera- 
tives of the mills an opportunity to visit 
the city any hour of the day for a fare 
of 10 cents, and will be not only a great 
convenience to them, but will benefit the 
merchats of the city by bringing the fac- 
tory trade here. The line to the cotton 
mills will be one of the most important 
connections of the road and will greatly 
increase its traflic and income. 

During the spring additional rolling stock 
and equipment will be purchased, and the 
Chattahoochee line will be made one of the 
finest electric railroads in the south. These 
are the plans of the company, and they 
are able and determined to carry them 
out. 

The company is in splendid financial con- 
dition. Every dollar of the claims against 
the property has been paid and it is entire- 
ly free from incumbrance. The last thous- 
and dollars of damage claims growing out 
of the wreck was paid yesterday. These 
claims, amounting to several thousand 
dollars, were all compromised and satis- 
factorily settled. 

Messrs. Simmons and Carlton have per. 
fect faith in the future of the road and 
will spend a large sum on its extension 
and improvement. The property has been 
making money for some time, but is earn- 
ings have been applied to the liquidation 
of its obligations. 


COTTON MILL SPINDLES. 


MR. SIMON BAER WILL START 
HIS FACTORY NEXT WEEK. 


He Has Been a Leading Manufacturer 
of the Northwest but Intends To 
Transfer His Interests. 


Mr. Simon Baer, who has recently come 
to Georgia for the purpose of locating a 
number of cotton mills in this state, is 
enthusiastic over the outlook for. the 
coming year. 

He has located one of his mills at Doug- 
lasville, Ga., and the spindles will begin 
to move about the latter part of next week. 
The entire cost of the plant is a little over 
$125,000 and something like 125 hands will 
be employed. The number of spindles for 
immediate use in the mills is 2,500. This 
number will be increased to 4,000 by the 
middle of February and again to 10,000 be- 
fore the expiratior of the year. The fac- 
tory will be operated under the name of 
the Eden Park Cotton Mills Company and 
the best quality of cotton yarn for hosiery 
will be produced. Mr. Simon Baer is the 
president of the company and District At- 
torney Joe James the secretary. 

Mr. Baer has been identified with the 
northwest for many years and the quality 
of his productions in the way of manu- 
factured articles has long been recognized 
as standard. In coming to Georgia he says 
that he will be able to manufacture the 
Same quality of goods at a ‘cheaper price, 
Saving the expense of transportation by 
locating his plant among the cotton fields, 

“No other factory can produce the same 
quality cf goods,’’ said (Mr. Baer yester- 
day, ‘‘and the colors and shades are 2 Uar- 
anteed to hold until the fabric wears out. 
Our reputation has been established by 
hard work and goods are’ shipped by us 
into all parts of the United States and 
even across the water to Europe. After 
the factory at Douglasville has been in 
vperation for a while we intend to add 
the manufacture of sheeting and plaids. 
Already we have orders enough on hand 
to run us for a year and a half and one 
party has made us a proposition to handle 
our entire product.” 

Mr. Baer is a thorough business man and 
a most delightful gentleman. He has fallen 
in love with the south and Says that At- 
lanta is the most enterprising place of its 
size on the globe. He hopes to see Georgia 
the (Massachusetts of the south and savs 
that he intends to dedicate his efforts to 
that end.

THE POLICE ARE HAVING A 
‘QUIET TIME THIS MONTH. 


Dearth of Newsy Sensations—Per- 
centage of Arrests Very Small 
Since January Ist. 


Fewer arrests have been made by the po- 
lice since January ist than in several years 
for the same length of time. It seems that 
the disorderly disposed citizens have been 
strictly observing New Year’s resolutions, 
and consequently the police have had little 
or nothing to do. 

Since the date mentioned up to midnight 

last night ‘only 175 city cases had been made 
—a number far lower than for the same 
days last year. Should the present percent- 
age prove the rule for the year, not more 
than 6,500 or 7,000 cases will be entered dur- 
ing the year. Over 12,000 cases were made 
last year. 
There has been a dearth of sensations 
at the station house since the exposition 
closed, and the prison at times is almost 
empty. During the big show the cells were 
nearly always filled with violators of the 
law and the peace, but so far in January 
the guardians of the peace—the police— 
have walked their beats without encounter- 
ing much trouble 

So far this year no serious shooting or 
murder case has happened in the city, and 
litth crooked work of any kind is, being 
reported to the police. Only two or three 
burglaries of any consequence have occure 
red, and the city officers have been enjoy- 
ing a respite from the big rush during the 
three months of the exposition. And it is 
a respite of gladness to the police. 

During the exposition the officers worked 
twelve hours a day, and in handling the 
big crowds and attendifig court in prose- 
cuting the many cases, they were among 
the busiest men in the city. Few imagine 
the difficulty of keeping order in the big 
crowds, and the officers went home tired 
and sore footed after a twelve hours’ siege 
with the people. Saturday night the force 
will be changed back to the old eight-hour 
system, and the police Will resume their 
former beats and hours of work. 

Crime in January is always small in 
proportion to the other months, but this 
year thre percentage is smaller than for- 
merly. What causes the absence of viola- 
tions of the law is a question not easily 
answered by the police. Some attribute 
the comparative peace and quietude of the 
city as a calm after the storm, reversing 
the maxim. I"ew cases of ordinary drunks 
and petty disorders are being made, and 


it seems that the old habitues are endeav- | 
oring to live for a while an exemplary | 


life. The streets appear to be deserted ear- 


lier in the night, and the “copper” swings | 


his club and waiks his beat in peace. 


Last year was a notable one in the crim- | 


inal annals of Atlanta, and the record 
shows a succession of murders and other 
sensational events criminally. The present 
quietude may at any time break out in a 
storm of crime, and the officers will again 
find themselves with plenty to do. 

“Sorry; but there is not a line of news 
here today of any importance or interest,”’ 
said the affable station house keeper to a 
reporter last night. ‘Things have quieted 
down, and we are enjoying a rest from the 
exposition rush. Very few cases are being 
made, and none of an unusual nature.”

With the view of restoring the city to 
its former state in this respect Councilman 
Day introduced a resolution at the last 
meeting of the council directing the chief 
of police to order the devorations torn 
Gown. The resolution was transmitted to 
the police department yesterday and Chief 
Connolly directed his men to enforce it. 
The ragged bunting, flags and signs strung 
on the streets will now be taken away 
and the last vestige of exposition orna- 
ment will be dispensed with.

DR. CROWE ELECTED. 


HE SUCCEEDS DR. POWELL IN 
THE MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


Named at a Meeting of the Board 
of Trustees Held Last Wednes- 
day Night. 


Dr. Walter A. Crowe has been elected to 
succeed Dr. Thomas S. Powell at the 
Southern Medical college. He was elected 
at a meeting of the board of trustees held 
Wednesday night. He will fill the chair 
of obstetrics and diseases of women, 
hitherto filled by Dr. Powell, but will not 
act as president. There will be no election 
for president for quite a good while to 
come. Dr. Powell was president of the 
institution since its organization. 

The election of Dr. Crowe is quite an 
honor for a young man who is making 
his way to the front in the medical world. 
He is quite well known in Atlanta. 

Dr. Walter A. Crowe is a native Vir- 
ginian and received his literary education 
at Emory and Henry college in that state. 
He tthen studied three years in New York 
at Bellevue Hospital Medical college, grad- 
uating in 1881. During the winter of 1884-85 
he spent in special work at the University 
of Penn#ylvania and came to Atlanta dur- 
ing the summer of 1885 and was chosen as 
lecturer at the Southern Medical college on 
physical diagnosis and diseases of children 
and ‘two years afterwards as lecturer of 
gynecology and abdominal surgery, which 
positions he filled up to last year, when he 
was elected adjunct professor of obstetrics 
and diseases of women. During the sum- 
mer of 18909 Dr. Crowe spent in the large 
special hospitals of the late Dr. Robert 
Battey, at Rome, Ga.
